Replacement of airbrakes on loco- 
motives, passenger and freight cars 
of American railways by a new 
braking system may follow a series 
of experiments now being conduct- 
ead at the engineering school of 
Purdue University. 

The aim of the tests, undertaken 
by the American’ Rallway Associa- 
tion with the assistance of the en- 
gineering staff of Purdue, is to ob- 
tain a brake that will bring trains 
to a quicker and smoother stop. A 
brake similar to the four wheel 
brake on automobiles is under dis- 
cussion. 

Should the new brakes prove 
more efficient than the present 
types, railroads may find it neces- 
sary to replace equipment at a cost 
of many millions of dollars. The 
investigation is expected to require 
a year.

BERLIN, Jan. 21.—Leaders of 
the parties supporting the new 
Luther government agreed today 
to propose legislation creating «a 
special Federal court for settling 
all claims against the government 
and various states by the former 
royal families which have not yet 
been adjudicated. It is proposed 
that the court shall apply not only 
legal, but also economic principles. 
The party leaders’ plan provides 
that in cases where settiements al- 
ready have been reached an appeal 
for revision may be taken to the 
new court ff both litigants freely 
agree to such an appeal.
